On December 6, 1972, Sheriff Charles Hards, Livingston 
County Sheriff's Off^^Mtowe^^M^h^an, advised that on 
December 1, 1972, was stopped by the 

Michigan Departmenfcof Public Safety for driving without a 
license. When CHHfeadvised that he did not have a license 
and informed the officer that it was his belief that under 
the U.S. C onstituti on he did not have to obtain one, he was 
arrested. flHPwas taken to the Livingston County District 
Court where he demanded a jury trial. His request was granted 
and when the jud^^attempted to begin a preliminary hearing 
on the charges, advised the judge that it was his 

opi.nion that preliminary hearingsvare unconstitutional and he 
would not thereforc^attend one. After several warnings the 
judge sentenced to 30 days for contempt to court. 

Hards said that later that same day a group of about 
five or six individuals appeared at the Livingston County 
Sheriff's Office to protest the arrest of All of 

these individuals identified themse^es as members of the USCP 
and expressed the belief chat arrest had been illegal 

since the State of Michigan had no constitutional, right to 
require a per son to ob tain a driver's license. The group 
demanded that be set free and that Sheriff Hards serve 

a warrant that tne ^nad drawn up charging the judge who had 
sentenced for contonpc with unconstitutional activity. 

When the group was advised by the Undersheriff that no warrants 
that it drew up would be served and that any attempt to serv e 
themselves would be a violation of the Michigan laws,

The article also sets 
forth that the county sheriffs must be advised of 
instances.where unlawful acts of officials or agencies of 
the government arc committed with respect to education 
and the schools, and that it is the duty of the sheriff 
to protect the local citizens from such unlav;ful acts. 

Once the sheriff has been advised and refuses to perform 
his lawful duty in respect to the matter, the Posse 
Comitatus has the lawful right, under natural law, to 
ret in the name of the sheriff to protect local jurisdiction. 
The article also notes that the Second Amendment to the 
Constitution refers to the right of the people to keep and 
bear arms and continues that therefore the local Posse 
Comitatus has the right to bear arms in the execution of 
the law, any act of any legislature, or directives by the 
judiciary or executive, notwithstanding. Arrests may u« 
made and the criminal remanded to the custody of the county 
sheriff to a trial by a citizens' jury impanelled by the 
sheriff.

Is no lawful authority 'or Judges 
and tlm Courts to direct t.m law on- • 
fonxmmt cctivitir* oi a County 
Shetiff. The Sheriff is accountable 
and responsible only to the ulirens 
who are iuliabiUints rf his County, 
lie Is tinder Oath of Office ana need 
not receive unlawful Order* from 
Judge,, or the Ccurta. They arc the 
Judiciary but the Sheriff is of the 
Exuculive.branch of our govern¬ 
ment. He is responsible to protect 
dtrsens. even from unlawful acts of 
official* of govcrmucr. 1 . If hr 
refuses to do so, he will be removed 
from office promptly. 

Since I he formation of our 
Republic, the focal County or Parish 
La* always l«oen the scat of govern¬ 
ment for the body politic (the 
people). A County (or J'erilh) 
government I* the highest authority 
of government In our Republic ns it 
Is closest to the politic flho Pcoplcl 
who arc, in fact, the GOVERN¬ 
MENT. The County Sheriff is the 
or.ly legal law enforcement olfirer In 
the United States of America, lie is 
elected by tho body politic ami is 
directly responsible for law enforce¬ 
ment In Lis county. It is his lespor,- 
sibHily to protect the fcc-dy politic 
(people) of his county from 
unlawful erts on the part o! anyone, 
Including officials of go'-crnn-enl. 
Ilia Oath ol Office is to uphold, 
preserve and defend the Cesisihu- 
lion of these United States or.-J Uio 
Stale hi vhieh his County exists. Ho 
may be required to do ro less and no 
more in the perfonjcnca of Ids 
iIoWmi

Income 
instances ol record tlie law provides 
for thi fi.’Jowing prosecution of 
cfficiala of government who rommfl 
criminal acts or who violate their 
Oath of Office : "lie tloli bo 
removed by the Posse to the most 
populated intersection of streets In 
the township and at high noon bo- 
hung by Ihe neck, the body 
remaining until sundown as an 
example to those who would sub¬ 
vert the lew."

William Potter Gale, Glendale, California, is the leader 
of Identity Group which is also known as the Ministry of Christ 
Church, which has been described as a cover for an "underground army." 

He is the self-proclaimed minister of the church. Identity Group claims 
to have representatives in 40 states. It advocates violence against 
Federal officers, blacks, and Jewish elements. The group advocates tax 
rebellion and has urged the killing of Federal judges as well as FBI 
Agents and Internal Revenue Service Agents. It advocates formation 
of a "Posse Comitatus," a voluntary group of citizens who would act 
in the name of local sheriffs to "enforce" the law.

Some courts operate under statutes that 
f provide for only six people, but the statute cannot supercede the 
Northwest Ordinance and you can file a motion demanding a Common Law 
j Jury to hear the law and the fact . If your motion is denied, then 
j follow it with a motion to dismiss on the grounds that you were 
j ‘ denied your Constitutional, Common Law, and Religious Rights. 

Noah V. jbster, the brilliant and inspired Christian American Scholar 
and Patriot finalized his dictionary in 1828, and his definitions 
were adopted by Congress, by the Courts , and by the Banks, thereby 
setting a unity of language for the United States of America which 
was possessed by no other people.

The first till of Right:: for our Adamic-Israclite people, became 
law in. .Juno 25 th, 1215, at Runneymede, England, and is still the 
law )f this nation.

it is therefore our duty and obligation to re-educate our Sheriffs 
and if they refuse i.o accept the law through our efforts to re-edu¬ 
cate, then We, The People, must prepare to enforce said law.

Another case explains that "It is competent for the state legisla¬ 
ture to impose new viuties upon the sheriff growing out of public 
policy or convenience, but it cannot strip him of his time-honored 
a nd common law fnnci. ions . 

Your Sheriff must protect your Common law and Constitutional Rights, 
or be removed from office. ' 


YOUR CONSTITUTIONAL RIGHTS—-per THE PREAMBLE TO THE BILL OF RIGHTS 


A little-known, but vital part of our Constitution, is the Preamble 
to the Bill of Rights which wo will quote forthwitht 

"The Conventions of a number of States, having, at the 
time of their adopting the Constitution, expressed a 
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desire, in order to prevent misconstruction or abuse of 
it's powers, that further declaratory and restrictive 
clauses should be added: And, as extending the ground • 
of public confidence in the government, will best insure 
the beneficent ends of it's institution!" • • 

This preamble explains the Bill of Rights as being "further declar¬ 
atory and restrictive clauses" for the purpose of preventing "mis¬ 
construction or abuse" of Constitutional power. . 

As you well know. Constitutional power can only be misconstructed 
or abused by those who have been entrusted with it—namely, your 
public servants who have been either elected, appointed, or hiredt 
BY YoU. 

r 

You ihereby have told your piblic servants that you have reserved 
the right and the power to curb their activities through the First 
Amendment which declares your right to speak out against abusive 
public servants: through the Second Amendment which declares your 
right to defend yourself agamst abusive public servantsr and through 
the Ninth Amendment which declares your right to take action to 
uphold the law if abusive public servants refuse or neglect to do so. 

It must be understood that We The People have entrusted the afore¬ 
said servants with the law by putting it in their hands temporarily, 
or fir as long as they proceed to uphold that law which is the 
Constitution of The United States. But when those public servants 
abusi- their temporary power and refuse to abide by our- law, then 
we have the right, the obligation, and the duty to take that power 
from them: to take back the law into our own hands, and to enforce 
that law-against those public servants,_ if it be necessary. 

If and when such action becomes necessary, we then must proceed under 
the Law of Posse Comitatus which will be dealt with further in this 
manual.

CONSTITUTION OF MARYLAND — —1776 

Article 1. "That all government of right originates from the peo¬ 
ple, is founded in compact only, and instituted solely for the good 
of the whole."

Section 2. "That political power is inherent in the people, and 
all free governments are founded on their authority and Instituted 
for their benefit , and that they have at all times an undeniable 
and indefeasible right to alter their form’of government in such 
a manner as they may think expedient . 


Section 17. “Every citizen has a right to bear arms in defence of 
himself and the state."

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THE MECKLENBURGH RESOLUTIONS—-17?5 
The first two Articles are as followsi 

1. RESOLVEDt That whosoever directly or indirectly abets, or in 
any way, form, or manner countenances the unchartered and dangerous 
invasion of our rights, as claimed by Great Britain, is an enemy 

to this country—to America—and to the inherent and inalienable 
rights of man. « 

2. RESOLVEDi That we do hereby declare ourselves a free and in¬ 
dependent people) are, and*-of right ought to be a sovereign and 
self-governing association, under control of no power, other than 
that of our God and the General Government of the Congress! To the 
maintenance of which Independence we solemnly pledge to each other 
our mutual co-operation, our Lives, our Pprtunes, and our most 
Sacred Honor. 

The foregoing excerpts, while varying in language, have a common 
thought, which is that all political power is vested in and derived 
from the people only, and if you were to research these, and other 
documents, infull, you would find that they refer time and again 
to such inalienable rights as trial by jury, freedom of the press 
and of religion, right to Keep and bear arms, protection against 
illegal search and seizure, etc., all of which rights appear in our 
United States Constitution. 

EKAME OF GOVERNMENT OF PENNSYLVANIA-1682 

Exodus I8i21, “Moreover thou shalt provide out of all the people 
able men, such as fear God , men of truth, hating covetousnessi and 
place such over them, to be rulers over thousands, rulers, of hun¬ 
dreds, rulers of fifties, 'and rulers of t6ns." 

Our God of the White Race, JESUS CHRIST, instructed Moses to make 
sure that our rulers were such as feared Him, and our forefathers 
in this land knew these instructions and complied with said instruc¬ 
tions when framing the laws for their government. 
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William Penn, the author of the Frame of Government for Pennsylvania

His people, that we White Christian Americans have a home and a 
place where we are to establish God’s Government or Kingdom on this 
earth. 

He has also instructed us to "cast out" 01/r enemies and has identi¬ 
fied those enemies as "children of the devil and their proselytes." 

Our ancestors, the colonists, knew that they were to establish a 
Christian government in this land, and they did just exactly that---- 
as we have seen in the foregoing excerpts from their documents of law. 

But our enemies have seized control of these United States so we 
must now prepare.to "cast them out." 

When Joshua was preparing God’s people for battle to "possess the 

land," he told them in Joshua Ii9---— 

"Have not I commanded thee? Be strong and of a good 
courage! be not afraid, neither be thou dismayed 1 for 
Yaweh thy God is with thee whithersoever thou goest." 

So, we are to be strong and of a good courage, and we are to begin 
the joyful task of "casting out our enemies." 

Yaweh, our Cod, in His great wisdom, has provided laws for us, to 
guide us in the “casting out" process. Some of these laws are found 
in the Scriptures, and others are found in the foregoing documents. 

But there are still other laws, and the most important of these is 
known as the law of Posse Comitatus. You have the right, the duty, 
and obligation to proceed to “cast out" under Posse Comitatus, and 
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that right is protected by Biblical Law, Christian Common Law, and 
Constitutional Law—-—and more specifically the 9th Amendment to 
the United States Constitution,

and constables, wo find reference to Posse Comitatus as follows 1 ' . 

"In a proper case a sheriff may summon to his aid, in the ; 

enforcement of the law and preservation of the peace, the ", 

"posse comitatus," or the whole power of the county, and V

persons so called by the sheriff are bound to aid and .'a 

assist him." . 


Also, in the same section, there are references to court cases, one 
of which declares that "The right of the sheriff to summon a posse 
comitatus exists by virtue of the common law." N.M.--Eaton vs. 
Bernalillo County, 128 P.2d ?38, 46 N.M. 318. 142 A.L.K. 647. 

As has already been established, all power resides in the people, ' 
and if their representative, the sheriff, does not uphold the law, 
wAich is the Constitution of the United States, then it is the duty 
of said people to do what the sheriff refuses or neglects to do, 
to uphold the Constitution of the United States, to summon their 
own Posse Comitatus, and enforce the Constitution against all violators 

It has been held that, in the case of State ex Rel Thompson vs. 
Reichman, L35 Tenn. 653. £85, 188 SW 225, 597 Ann Cas 1918 B 889.-- 
--"It has been expressly held in some jurisdictions that the duty 
of the sheriff in the enforcement of the law against public offenses 
implies initiative on his part. He must be reasonable alert with 
respect to possible violations of the law and is not entitled to 
wait until they come to his personal attention and knowledge, but 
must follow up information received from any source." 
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If we have knowledge of crimes committed, against the Constitution 
of these United States, we*are duty-bound to report them officially 
to the sheriff, and if he is derelict in his duty, if he does not ' 
investigate such reports, and if he does not prepare to take action 
against the offenders, then it becomes the right and the duty of 
the people to handle the matter. , 

It is then the duty of the people to punish politicians, judges, 
revenue agents and the like,, when they are found to be in violation 
of their oath of office to uphold the Constitution of the United! 

,Staten. 

In some instances of record the law provides for-the following 
prosecution of officials of government who,commit criminal acts or 
who violate their oath of officei "He shall be removed by the Posse 
to the most populated intersection of streets in the township and 
at high noon be there strung by the neck, the body remaining until 
sundown as an example to those who would subvert the law." 

Ueuteronomyi Chapter 21 

Verse 22 And if a man have committed a sin worthy of death, and he 
be put to death, and thou hang him on a treei 
Verse 23 His body shall not remain all night upon the tree, but 
thou shalt in any wise bury him that day—-- 

Kor a public official to violate his oath of office is an act of 
treason, because it gives aid and comfort to our enemiesi and the 
laws oT our nation provide the death penalty for treason. Title 18, 
United State.*; Criminal Code, Section 238 I, refers to treason as 
followsi 

"Whosoever, owing- allegiance to the United States, levies 
war against them or adheres to their enemies, giving them 
aid and comfort within the United States or elsewhere, is 
guilty of treason and shall suffer death , or shall be im¬ 
prisoned not less than five years and fined not less than’ 
$10,000j and shall be incapable of holding any office un¬ 
der the United States." 
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As heretofore mentioned, all such violations of oaths of office 
must be reported to your sheriff and it is his duty to investigate. 

The sheriff is Ihe top law-enforcement officfer in your county, but 
in addition to those duties we find in Blackstone’s Commentaries 
(lBla,Com.389)* that the sheriff may hold court, summons a jury 
and execute writs, etc. *

He is a judicial officer and his jury would be,a common law jury, 
as herein described. A-sheriff's jury is +12 men (J Bla. Com. 258).

If your sheriff, after being properly presented with a complaint

briefly, the highlights of the case are as followsi 
1. Case taken by Michigan Treasury Department into the Livingston 
County Circuit Court (home county of Freed and Kindred) for 
a hearing, without benefit of summons and complaint—there¬ 
fore unla'wful, 

p. Case dismissed from Livingston County, and the judge ruled 
that proper jurisdiction was in the Jackson County Circuit 
Court. 

3. Case taken to Jackson County (now double jeopardy) for a 
hearing and Freed and Kindred were ordered to produce their 
books and records at a certain time and piece for examination 

•by a Mich. Treasury Agent. 

4. Freed and Kindred appeared but the *Treasury Agent did not 
appear. 

5. Case then taken, by the Michigan Treasury Department, to the 
Ingham County Circuit Court (now triple jeopardy) for a hearing 

6. Freed and Kindred were ordered to produce their books and 
records. 
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Freed and Kindred refused to produce any such books and records 
and were sentenced, from that hearing, to six months in jail 
for contempt of court. 

They did not have an arraignment, they were not allowed, to make 
a plea, they were not granted a jury trial, they were held 
without bond and finally released five months later. 

During this illegal confinement, the case came to the attention 

«• • 

of mapy concerned Americans, one of whom was the Reverend Colonel 
William P. Gale, who is the founder, of what is known as the 
IDENTITY movement. 

Rev. Gale assured both Freed and Kindred^that should the Treasury 
Department attempt to have them jailed again, that they would not 
rem lin in 3aid jail more than thirty days at the most. Rev. Gale 
also acquainted them with the laws of Posse Qomitatus and explained 
that Posse Comitatus would apply if the Constitutional Rights of 
the two tax protesters were violated again. 

Api roximately ten months later, the Treasury Department moved again, 
in an effort to force Freed and Kindred to produce books and 
records, because by this time a full-fledged tax rebellion was 
in motion in Michigan, and the Treasury boys were trying to put 
out the fire that had been lit by Freed and Kindred. 

Proceeding.3 were again begun in the Ingham County Circuit Court 
(now it was quadruple jeopardy) and hearing dates were set for. 
dim Freed and George Kindred. 

But by this time a Posse had been formed and the Posse started 
to go into action. The posse understood’the case and realized 
that Freed and Kindred were being proceeded against under the 
doctrine of non-resistance which doctrine was outlawed Two hun¬ 
dred years ago, and also understood that the Constitutional Rights 

Of Freed and Kindred were again being violated under that doctrine.

13. An unconstitutional act of the legislature protects no one. 

It is said that all persons are presumed to know the law, 
meaning that ignorance of the law excuses on onet if any 
person acts under an unconstitutional statute, he does so 
at his own peril and must take theconsequences .' (Am. Jur. 
2nd. Sec. 1781 Const. Law.) « 

14. An unconstitutional statute though having the form and name 
of law, is in reality no law, hut is wholly void and ineffec¬ 
tive for any purpose 1 since unconstitutionality dates from 
the time of it's enactment and not merely from the date of 
the decision so branding iti an unconstitutional law, in 
legal contemplation, is as inoperative as if it had never 
been passed. An unconstitutional law is void, it imposes 

no duties, confers no rights, creates no office, bestows no 
power or authority on any one, affords no protection and 
justifies no acts performed under it. An unconstitutional 
law cannot operate to supercede any existing valid law. An 
unconstitutional statute cannot repeal or in any way affect 
an existing valid one. The principles stated above apply 
to the constitutions as well as to the laws of the several ■ 
states insofar as they are repugnant to the Constitution of 
Ahe United States. Moreover, a construction -of a statute 
which brings it in conflict with a constitution will nullify 
• it as effectually as if it had, in express ternjs, been 
. enacted in conflict with. (16 Am. Jur. 2nd, Sec. 178, 

Const. Law.) 

13 . 'If two or more persons conspire to t injure, oppress, threaten 
or intimidate any citizen in the free exercise of enjoyment 
of any right or privilege secured to him by the Constitution 
or laws of the United States, or because of his having so

We hold these truths to be self evident, that all men are 
created equal, that they are endowed by the Creator with 
certain unalienable rights, that among these are life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness. That to secure these rights, 
governments are instituted among men, deriving their just 
powers .from the consent of the governed, that where ever any 
form of government becomes destructive of these ends, it is 
the right of the people to alter or abolish it, and to insti¬ 
tute new government, laying its foundation on such principles 
and organizing it's powers in such form, as to them shall 
seem most likely to effect their safety and happiness. Pru¬ 
dence, indeed will dictate that governments long established 
should not be changed for light or transient causes 1 and 
accordingly all experience hath shown that mankind are more 
disposed to suffer,.while evils are, sufferable, than to right 
themselves by abolishing the forms to which they are accustomed 
But when a long train of abuses and usurpations, pursuing 
invariably the same object evinces a design to reduce them 
under absolute despotism, it is their right, it is their 
duty, to throw off such government, to provide new guards 
4"or their future security. (Adopted in Congress, July 2nd, 

1776, and signed July 4th, 1776, THE DECLARATION OP INDEPEN¬ 
DENCE) 
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The history of the present judiciary in the State of Michi¬ 
gan, as w *• Ii as in the United States, is a history of repeated 
injuries and usurpations, all having in direct object the- 
establishment ol an absolute tyranny over the States and the 
body poliLie (people). To prove this, let these, facts be 
submitted to a candid worldt

(1) The Judiciary has usurped legislative powers not granted 
to the judicial branch of government by the Constitutions of 
the Statu and of tVe United States. By unlawful administra¬ 
tive acts and procedures they have attempted to alter our 
form of government and to establish a "dictatorship of the 
courts" over the citizens of this Republic. Under these 
unlawful rules and procedures, citizens have been arrested 

by Court Orders, intimidated, threatened and harassed with 
and without trial by jury or due process of law as guaranteed 
by the Constitutions of the States and the United States. 

Under these unlawful rules and procedures, the judiciary 
has attempted to replace the lawfully elected Executives of 
State and County governments, thereby subverting the Con¬ 
stitutions of thu States and the United States, all in viola¬ 
tion of their respective Oaths of Office. Citizens have 
been arrested, jailed and held unlawfully upon issuance of 
unlawful "court orders" and have thereby been unlawfully 
deprived of their (inalienable Cod-given rights guaranteed 
under the Constitutions of the States and the United States. 

(2) The legislatures of both States and tha United States 
ihave enacted pretended statutes which are not in pursuance 

of the Constitutions of the States‘and the United States, 
said statutes violating the unalienable right guaranteed 
citizens by the Constitutions. 

(3) The executive branch of government has unlawfully 
usurped legislative and judicial powers by enacting adminis¬ 
trative rules and regulations not in pursuance of the Con¬ 
stitutions of the States and*the United States. In many 
instances, executives have abdicated their lawfully mandated

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executive powers to the judiciary. Sheriffs of local govern¬ 
ments have permitted themselves to become mere "lackeys" of 
the courts rather than defenders of the iaw in their respec¬ 
tive local jurisdictions.

"Unalienable Rights" are defined as those which are Cod-given 
rights and which cannot be legally oV justly alienated or 
transferred to another. Since the rights of citizens are 
God-given, no government may alienate them. The unlawful

attempt by pretended legislation, administrative acts or 
rule making by the judiciary Or administrative acts of the 
executive, to alienate these God-given rights, is a violation 
of the citizen'6 right to the free ( exercise of the Christian 
religion and all such acts of the government are in violation 
of Amendment 1, Const, of the United States of America as 
well as the State of Michigan. Amendment 1, US Constitution 
provides that no acts of a legislature may impair the free 
exercise of the Christian religion. The word "free" is • 

defined as in government, not enslaved: not subject to the 
abritrary will of a sovereign or lord: (nor judge of a court): 
not arbitrary or despotic: not imprisoned: not confined; not 7 
obstructed: unrestrained: not encumbered: exempt: not hold¬ 
ing strictly to rule or form: and not under compulsion or 
control.

Conclusion! — It is hereby charged that the "unalienable" 
civil and constitutional rights of the said citizens James W. 

Freed and George L. Kindrsd have occr. violated by those 
persons to whom th\s notice and service is directed. It i6 
further charged that certain of those persons named have 
attempted by pretended rules and pretended legislation, to 
unlawfully alter the Republican Form of government guaranteed 
by the Constitution of the United States and that said acts 
are criminal iri nature and constitute a violation of their 
respective Oaths of Office. It is the duty of all County 
Sheriffs and local law enforcement officials to protect the 
citizens of their respective jurisdictions from unlawful 
acts, even though such unlawful acts may be committed by 
other officials of government.

James Freed was due in the Ingham County Circuit Court on Mon¬ 
day, Sept. 18th, 1972. and George Kindred was due in the same 
Court on the following dpy, Sept. 19th, .1972, but neither man 
would acknowledge that the Court had any lawful jurisdiction 
over their persons, so they refused to appear. 

Subsequently, the foregoing documents were served on the neceB 
sary officials on Sept. 18th, and on Sept. 19th. 
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On Friday of that same week—Sept. 22nd—Freed was arrested by 
the State Police and kidnapped from his own County (Livingston) 
and removed to the Ingham County Jail, was’ held there for a 
period of approximately four hours and then bonded out with 
instructions to appear in Court, in Ingham County, on Friday, 
September 29th, 1972. * 

Freed appeared on the Friday in order to protect the friend who 
has signed the bond—and for no other reason—but the Court 
adjourned the hearing till Monday, October 2ndj—so Preed refused 
to appear on Monday because he was now clear of the bond and 
lie'still would not acknowledge the Court's alleged jurisdiction. 

A bench warrant was issued. , 

Kindred decided to go "fishing" and was not to be found by State 
Police for three weeks, at which time he made himself available 
and was summarily arrested by State Police and he too was liid- 
napped from Livingston County and removed to Ingham County where 
tie was jailed for a period of four days before bail was provided. 
Lindrpd's new court date was set for November 1J. 

Freed was finally arrested again by State Police who kidnapped . 
him again from his own county and transferred him unlawfully to 
Ingham County, where he was taken before Judge Hotchkiss and 
sentenced to six months, a repeat of the sentence just one year 
prior. 

•leanwhile, The Posse, on or about October 6th, served the Court 
and the other officials involved, with a notice of their crimes, 
using the form as shown on the following page, and serving sepa¬ 
rate forms on the judge, Sheriffs, Attorney General, State Police 
Font Commander, and State Police detectives who did the arrest¬ 
ing, and kidnapping, etc., according to their individual involve¬ 
ments .

This tended to confirm my suspicions that something was amiss 
with that jury.

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ADDENDUM TO THE FIRST PRINTING (of this manual) 


Thin being the second printing of the Manual, we are able to bring 
the reader up-to-date and present still more information that will 
be useful to the growing Christian Posse movement* 

* e 

The aforementioned federal warrant was Issued on February 28/73 by 
Judge Keith and eventually served on March 26/73; nearly one month 
later. 


I was arrested on Monday evening March 26 by Livingston County Sheriff’s 
Deputies , under the alleged authority of a warrant which was directed to. 
Federal Marshalls and not to the County Sheriff.' The deputies held me 
over night in the Livingston County Jail and turned me over to the Fed¬ 
eral Marshalls the following morning at approximately 11.30 a.m. 


In the meantime the Posse went into action^ The alarm was broadcast over 
our local ece bee network and calls were made to see where I was. being 
held. The Posse knew where I was-at all times, which was necessary in •• 
order to plan their moves. 


A writ of Habeas Corpus was prepared and presented to the County Circuit 
Court first thing Tuesday morning to have me brought before Judge Paul 
Mahinske for a hearing relative to unlawful incarceration. The Judge 
held up the signing of the writ until late in the morning which gave the 
Federal Marshalls time to make the 70 mile trip into Livingston County, 
to kidnap me. 8 


Now in spite of the fact that Sheriff Hards of Livingston County knew 
that a Habeas Corpus had been signed and was then on it’s way to the 
Jail, ordering him to produce me for a heading in the Circuit Court, ! 
he still turned me over to the Federal Marshalls and Ignored the signed 
writ. This, of course, was conspiracy to kidnap, conspiracy to violate 
my rights, and contempt of court. 


The Posse had me covered and knew that I would be at the Federal Build* 
lng in Detroit and were waiting for me when I was taken before Judge 
Keith at three o'clock in the afternoon. 


I was told that should I pay the fine, the case would be closed and no 
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other chargee brought, as formerly threatened hy Probation; Officer 
Robert B. Smith of Flint Michigan. The fine was payed and I was 
subsequently released*. 


The entire affair was an excellent trial run for the Posse and they 
came through with flying colors. Having gone into actlod In an emergency 
situation they were able to come up with suggestions for Improving 
their operation In tt)e event that they should be called upon again. 

- ' ■ • 

We suggest that all readers of this manual have a supply of writs 

prepared In advance - ready to fill in the name of the defendant 

and other pertinent Information. This will save time In an emergency 
and the writ can be taken to the judge's home If the action Is taken 
after hours. If the judge balks at signing the writ, you Inform him 
that Habeas Corpus can only be suspended during time of war or an 
Insurrection and if he Is suspending It then he Is declaring war and 
the Law of Posse Comltatus will apply. That is how our Posse managed to 
get the signature of Judge Mahlnske. 


In order to help the reader,we are producing the entire Habeas Corpus 
form as used*In the Livingston County Circuit Court In the aforementio¬ 
ned proceedings'. 


The reader must realize that the public servants mentioned herein are 
guilty of violating their oath of office, of violating our rights and 
of suspending Habeas Corpus, and have now exposed themselves to the 
Law of Posse Comltatus. PLANS ARB BEING MADE. The public servants have 
declared war on WE THE PEOPLE.
